He 
conducted the Allied prisoner of 
war processing center Red Cross 
activities at Gera, Germany, dur­ 
ing May and June, 1945, and visit­ 
ed the infamous Buchenwald pris­ 
on camp at Weimar, where he saw 
the horrors perpetrated on Allied 
prisoners by the Nazis. 
Recently, Winegardner has been 
advocating the establishment of an 


American Foreign Legion to take 
over occupational duties in Ger­ 
many. 
He believes that many of the 
former soldiers of Norway, Den­ 
mark, Holland, Belgium, France, 
Poland and Czechoslovakia would 
be willing to join such a unit and 
would make excellent occupation 
troops.
